of Royal Academy of Gelgium 
Bri His Art To Alberta's nee, ot 
tal—He Expects to Create 
mand For His Work. 


To cultivate the aesthetic in the 
people of Alberta, to teach them to 
live the beautiful and the artistic, to 
prove that the accumulation of a for- 
tune, should not be the sole aim of 
man, at the same time to win a name 
for himself in this new country is 
the aim of Heinr Rytner Schnieder. 
a young sculptor from Brussels, who 
has recently come to this city. Mr 
Schneider is a member of the Royal 
Academy 4f Belgium, and has a stu- 
dio in Brussels. He is a German by 
birth, and although still a young 
man, has successfully demonstrated 
his skill and ability as a sculptor. 

Herr Schneider came to Canada 
this summer to see the country, and 
expects to locate here permanently if 
he finds there is sufficient encourage 
ment for one of his profession, He 
received a communication from — the 
provincial secretary of Ontano with 
reference to some work to be done in 
Toronto, but in arriving there he 
found that they were not yet ready 
for him, so he came on to the Cana- 
dian West. In the capital of Alberta 
he believes there is an. opening for 
him, and he purposes locating here 
and gradually working up in hie own 
line as the demand for it grows. 

In Belgium Herr Schneider gained 
considerablle fame as a sculptor, and 
has won several prizes in some of the 
larger exhibitions;in that country 
He found, however, that his youth 
was against him, and was a serious 
impediment to a rapid rise to fame 
and fortune. Accordingly when he 
learned that in Canada the demand 
for statues and other similar works 
of art was only beginning, he decided 
to come to this country, 

The difficult task which confronts 
Herr Schneider at present is in giving 
the public an actual knowledge — of 
his skill as a sculptor and of creating 
a desire for the product of his art 
He has met many of the most influ 
ential people of the province, who 
have encouraged him in his quest. 
In Strathcona a number of friends of 
the late Charles Lamb, who sacrificed 
his Hfe at the fire at Walter’s mine 
last year in an endeavor to save the 
lives of his fellow-workmen, are plan- 
ning to erect a statue to his memory. 
Funds are being collected by public 
subscription for this purpowe, Herr 
Schneider purposes making a sketch 
of a suitable statue in clay and bronze 
and exhibiting it as a suggestion, His 
wea is to erect a stone fountain, and 

nu it place a bionae figure of the 
heroic miner with uplifted pick, : 

A light might be placed on the figs 
ure, which would iiluminate it at 
night. He delieves such a figure 
could be erected at comparatively lit- 
tle cost. ; 

Other ideas suggested by this ener- 
getic young artist include the figures 
of two buffalo, typicel of the country, 
at the entrance of the Alberta Parlia- 
ment buildings. Or it might be the 
figure of an Indian in pursuit offa 
buffalo, His idea is to depart from 
the old worn out idea of rampant 
licns, and to select) something — in 
keeping with the early history of this 
country. Edmonton, also will want 
statues and fountains in the city, and 
he has a number of exceiieni vas 
that could be worked out and would 
add greatly to the attractiveness of 
the city. 

Herr Schneider realizes, however, 
that it will take time to create a de 
sire for this kind of work, | Besides 
being an artist he is a linguist of no 
inean ability being thoroughly conver- 
sant with four languages, He pur: 
poses employing his time for the 
present teaching modern languages 
and drawing, and at the same time 
working along the line of his chosen 
profession.

OLD OBLIGATIONS TO 


HAVE THE FIRST CALL 


Back Debt Will Receive Attention in the 
West — Anticipated Returns Frem 
Crope is ©108,698,000—Policy of Banks 
ts to Restore Commercial Equilibrium 


Winn‘peg, July 28—The steady im- 
provement in the condition of growing 
cropsin all parts of the west strengthens 
the assurance that there will be an un- 
nally large revenue from the year's agri- 
cultaral operations. It is still too early 
to count chickens, or to make gny i 
ealeulations of a definite character. Phe 
vagaries of the weather must he consid- 
ered, and another two weeks must pass 
before the harvest is in full swing. But 
if it be axsumed that normal atmos- 
pheric conditions are likely to prevail 
duringthe balance of the growing period, 
it will not; be unreasonable to expect 
that 100,000,000 bushels of good wheat 
will be available for export. This is the 
estimate of Premier Roblin of Manitoba, 
and he is qualified, by virtue of his po- 
sition as Minister of Agriculture, to 
speak with a mencare of authority on 
the subject. On the basis of today’s clos- 
ing prices for October delivery, this 
would mean a return of more than’ $75,- 
000,000 to the farmers, Te sale of oats, 
harley ,and other coarse grains will alao 
contribute towards ‘swelling the wallet 
of the husbandman ,us the export trade 
in these cereals is rowing steadily. If 
the proceeds of cattle-raising, dairying 
and other branches of diversified farm- 
ing he added ,the total would probably 
be not far short of $100,000,000. Where 
will the money go? The answer to that 
question bears a close relation to the 
commercial future of the west. 

Satisfy Old Obligations. 

There is every indication that the 
first concern on the part of those re- 
sponsible for the distribution of the 
crop funds will be to see that old obli- 
gations ave satisfied before new ones 
are contrasted. Thie will not  neces- 
sarily mean that a farmer will be pre- 
vented from buying a pound of tea 
‘om tick” until after he has settled all 
his old grocery bills, But extreme care 
will be taken to insure the payment 
ot back debts, and a campaign with 
that object in view will undoubtedly 
he a feature of the year's business, Far- 
mers and other consumers. will be ex- 
pected to make every reasonable effort 
to pay the accounts which are standing 
against them in the stores. The retail 
merchants will then he pressed. more 
closely by the wholesale trade for the 
selilement of outstanding obligations. 
The wholesale men, in turn, will be en- 
abled to meet their’ paper at the banks 
more easily and more readily. The hanks, 
for their part, will be relieved of mach 
concern with regard to current Joana, 
and will probably be in a position to fi- 
nance the real commercial needs of the 
country in a manner which has \not been 
possible during the past. year, 

Banks in Control, 

This chain of evolution in the ame- 
lioration of commerctal distress pre- 
supposes many things, no doubt, but it 
ix to be remembered that the banks are 
mighty factors in the scheme. ‘They will 
practically have charge cf the funds, 
and*their interests lies in the carrying 
out of a program similar to that outlined 
When a banker discusses the crop situa- 
tion nowadays, he nsually expresses sat- 
isfaction at thé ontlook, and adds a re- 
mark to the effect that a big yield is re- 
quired. The financial institutions doing 
business. in, the west—add this means 
the majority of the big concerns in the 
Dominiou--are apparently united in a 
determination to restore equilibrium, 
and they can do this by insisting upon 
nw settlement of all back debts, The 
rigorous enforcement of such a_ policy 
might cause some hardship, and = ét 
may be taken for granted that a few 
exceptions will be made, The main ob- 
ject is to clear the balance-sheet, and 
the present season appears to furnish an 
opportunity for making a strenuous ef- 
fort in that direction, 

Speculation Eliminated. 

There is a certainty that creditors 
of all elasses will demand the  settle- 
ment of current obligations at’ the ear- 
liest possible’ date, and for this rea- 
son it is not. to be imagined that there 
will be a resumption of speenlative ac- 
tivity in the near future, Speculation 
is an accompaniment of prosperity, and 
the two have gone hand-in-hand in the 
Canadian west. But when prosperity 
halts, even for a time, speculation proves 
herself the weak sister and disappears. 
She does not come back in a hurry, al- 
though prosperity may resume its course 
suddenly. There is little or no actual spe- 
culation at the present time, and therc 
is no likelihood that the frenzy which 
characterized the forward movement a 
couple of years ago ‘Will be repeated. 
Very little foresight is required to make 
one believe that the course of business in 
the west for the next year or two will be 
along . rather. conservative lines, and 
while marked progress will ho made, 
theve' will he fewer spurts. When all the 
old scores have been paid off, there will 
undoubtedly be a tendency to resume 
the whirlwind eampaign in some quar- 
ters. But the country has learned its 
lesson, and there is not much danger, of 
its being swept off its feet by another 
wave of speculative excess, 

Factors in Depression. 

The decline in the building trade in 
all parts of the country has been one 
of the causes contributing to dullness 
in general business. The distribution 
of agricultural implements has been 
smaller in the past twelve months 
than in preceding years’ owing to the 
reduction in grain, yield last season. 
Railway earnings have fallen off on 
account of the decreased demand for 
merchanilise, and this facet has inter- 
fered with the prosecution of gonstruc- 
lion enterprises ‘on the part of . the 
transportation companies. These items 
in themselves would furnish) an explana- 
tion for any sicknéss in trade which 
Way he noticed, “and the much-diseus«- 
el financial stringency bias also been a 
factor. The building trade was pro- 
tably overdone, especially in the larg- 
er centres of opulation, being closely 
allied With speculative development. The 
falling-off in the implement business 
was. of course, only temporary. More 
machinery will be required in the har- 
veat fields this vear than ever before, 
and sent suceess will surely | to 
greater agricultural activity next sea- 
son, Railway earnings will pick up when 
the crop begins to move,,and even the 
construction of new lines cannot be long 
postponed, As for the financial  tight- 
ness, it will not be particularly marked 
this fall.

The settlement of obligations, if it 
comes as a result of this year’s harvest, 
will. be gradual at best. No one sup- 
poses that two railway companies can 
move out a wheat crop of 100,000,000 
bushels in less than six months, in ad- 
dition to handling he general business 
of the country. If the west receives its 
entire pay for the labor of 1988 before 
the end of March, 1909, it may consider 
itself lucky. In the same way, the men 
who are now waiting for the payment of 
obligations need not expect to receive 
the full results of prairie prosperity be- 
fore that time. There is bound to be a 
grain blockade, as that term is ordin- 
arily used, and as long as there is con- 
festion in the wheat trade it is not 
possible to expect that the whole benefit 
cf the favorable season will be obtained. 
The west knows its responsibilities and 
its duties ,and it is prepared to fulfill 
them, The process will assuredly occupy 
some time, and while uneasiness may 
arise occasionally, there is little doubt 
that the ultimate resalt will be generally 
satisfactory. 


AIRSHIPS FOR DEFENCE. 


U. 8. Signal Crops Officers Advise Secur- 
ing Oirigible Ballons for Coast 
Defence. 


Washington, July 28—Airships as large 
and as powerful as the one which carried 
Count Zeppelin through oD part of ‘the 
sky above Switzerland recently, signal 
officers of the army believe, should be 
provided as auxiliaries for the coast de- 
fense of Boston, New York, the entrance 
to, Deleware and Chesapeake Baye, 
Charleston, Key Weat, New Orleans, Los 
Angeles, Sen Diego, San Francisco and 
Bremerton Naval Station. 

The who! crops from the chief signal 
officer down to the youngest second lieu- 
fenant, will make a recommendation to 
that effect to Secretary Wright, who, 
they hope>will be able to persuade Pre- 
sident Roosevelt to ask Congress for the 
money wherewith to buy an aerial fleet. 

An appropriation of $1,000,000, it is 
figured, would enable this government to 
overcome the lead other governments 
have taken in the matter of an aerial 
navy, Therefore that is the sum they 
will suggest to Sepretary Wright as pro- 
per to he requested. 

They will request him to ask:Congress 
to appropriate money for buying Zeppe- 
lin ships encugh to furnish each of the 
important ports of the country with one 
tovbe used against hostile fleets should 
¢ver any appear, 

The war department has contracts 
with three acrenauts to furnish model 
airships, T. Baldwin is to furnish 
one on Jur 7; A. M. Herring, one on 
August 13; and) Wright brothers the 
third on August 26, 

The trial trips of the three are to take 
place within a month from the date of 
delivery. Acceptance or rejection will 
depend upon performance on these trial 
trips which are to be begun from Fort 
Meyer, across the Potomac from Wash- 
ington. Baldwin is to furnish a dirigible 
balloon while the others are to be aero~ 


planes,

OL.O AGE PENSIONS. 
New Zealand Scheme More Liberal Than 
German Legislation. 


London, July 27--As bearing on the 
British Old-Age Pénsicns Bill some in- 
teresting information is given in a re- 
turn containing a memorandum on the 
pension scheme in force in New Zea- 
land, and the scheme of insurance 
against invalidity of old age in force 
in the German Empire, published as a 
House of Commons paper. 


In New Zealand the pension was 
originally £18 per annum, but was 
raised in 195 to £26 Deductions are 


made from the pension of an applicant 
who possesses means of any kind, and 
the pensions are paid subject to vari- 
ous qualifications, several of which re- 
late to the appiicgnt’s moral character, 
Each pension is granted for twelve 
months, and a “fresh application must 
bo made yearly for renewal. The 
pension may be suspended, cancelled, 
ov varied after it has been granted; and 
if ,on the death of a pensioner or his 
wife, it is found that either of them 
had property in excess of the amount 
allowed, double the amount of pension 
overpaid may be recovered from the 
estate. The state’s liability under the 
act has increased since the act came 
ia force from £127,319 for 7443 pensioners 
in 1809 to £326,084 for 13,267 pensioners 
in 1907, 

The German law came in operation 
in 1891, and was amended in 899, The 
old age pension now given consists of 
two parts, an imperial subsidy of £2 10s. 
per annum and the amount borne by the 
insurance office, which is derived from 
joint contributions in equal shares from 
employer and employed. The employers 
are responsible for both portions, but 
tiay deduct the employed’s share from 
wages. Employees are divided into five 
classes, according to their wages, and 
the sale of total pension (including state 
contributions) ranges from £5 10s per 
annum in class 1- to £11 10s, per an- 
rum in class 5, All wage-earners whose 
earnings are not more than £100 per an- 
num come under the law when above the 
age of sixteen, The age at which pen- 
s.ons commence is seventy.

HE IS CHARGED WITH 
ATTEMPTED: MURDER 


Pikeski, a Russian Pole, Began at 
Police Court This Morning—This is 
Crse of Father Shooting His Step- 


At-the Police Court thid morning 
Frank Pikeski, the Russian Pole who on 
June 9th last shot his stepson, Harry 
Dybicky through the body with a shot- 
gun and afterwards attempted to suicide 
appeared for prelitninary hearing before 
Magistrate Wilson, : 

The prisoner a man about 15 yeats ‘of 
age, who is still suffering from the ef. 
fects of the bullet wound of the side of 
the head which is encircled by a band- 
age, is ehuirged with attempted murder. 
He is being defended by H. A. MacKie, 
of the firm of Cormack & MaeKie, 

The would-be victim of the shooting is 
a young, good loowing man of about 22 
years of age. Ife is light complexioned, 
with reddish hair. ie cannot speak Eng- 
lish Muently and his evidence was taken 
through an interpreter. The Crown's 
acse is in the hands of Crown Prosecutor 
Cogswell. 

The only witness’ on the stand this 
morning was Dybicky and after his evid- 
ence was partly heard there was an ad- 
journment in order that a better inter- 
preter might be secured, 

Dybicky testified that up to the time 
of the shooting on June 9th be had lived 
with his step-father and his mother at 
72h Syndicate avenue. On Tuesday, June 
Oth, he was shot by the old man, about 
four o'clock in the aftesnoon, He was 
putting bottles in a box alongside of a 
well close to the house. At this point an 
adjournment was made until two 
o’clock. 

According to the story told at.the time 
of the shocting Pikeski was up in a loft 
athe back of the lot and) as Dybicky 
waa entering the lane he fired from the 
eave of the barn with shotgon, the 
amall bullet’ entering, the — step-son’s 
breast and after coming out of his back 
onibedding itself in the house nearby. 
The wounded man started at once for 
the public haspital several hundred yards 
away and while he was running another 
gun shot, rang out and upon investigat- 
ing it was found thot Pikeski had at- 
tempted to take his own life in the hay 
loft.
